The Mobility of the Brain. 


It has long boon known that tho brain 


in noipjal conditions undergoes certain 
rvthmieal movements 
Tho powerful 


vessels nt its base cause the cerebral 
mass to rise and fall with each systole 
and diastolo of tho heart 
Tlio brain 


nlso rises slightly with each aspiration 
and smki with inspiration 
These phe- 


nomena are dependent, it is presumed, 
upon tho presence of the corebro-spinal 
lluid, blare when that Is withdrawn tho 
movements cease 


M Luys, in a paper recently read be- 


fore tho Academic do Medecine, states 
that tho brain is subject to still other 
changes m position, dependent upon 
tho attitude of tho body. 
If a man is in 


the dorsal decubitus, or lies upon his 
olde, or stands upon his head, the brain 
undergoes 
certain 
corresponding 


changes in position in obedience to the 
laws of gravity 
Tho movements take 


place slowly and tho brain is live or six 
minutes In returning to its first position. 


From these anatomical data M Luys 


deduces some sinkim* conclusions of 
piuctical interest. 
He explains upon 


thetheoiyof theso gravitating move- 
ment^, tho symptoms of vertego and 
luintncss which feeble persons experi- 
ence rwben suddenly rising from a hori- 
zontal position. Ho asks if tho pains of 
lULiiiugltis are not duo to an interference 
Mlth theso normal movements. In cases 
of insanity ho calls attention to tho ex- 
citability and agitation which often 
como on when the patient lies down at 
night

EDS. KBPCBLiioiN:—In reply to Officer Jotn 


W. Hartley, I would say that all I eot forth In 
that communication I can prove.

Ae for Brew- 
ster promising to pay the balance when Mar- 
shal Mason released him, it la a lie, as there 
wore parties present who beard tbo wholocon- 
versatlon between the marshal and Brewstor. 
As for mo being a policeman of the c'.ty at 
one time, that is true, but as for mo being a 
good officer, I don't think ho knows anything 
about It, neither do I consider him any judge. 
Uut I am very sorry that I cannot «ay the same 
of him, and M far as his respect goes, I don't 
wan t any from him; let him take them out W. 
Main street. Ho also accuses me of doing the 
same as ho ha» done and what the law gives 
him tho right to do. It is true tho law gives 
him the right to hold the execution In cases 
whore tho prisoner Is set at liberty with prom- 
ise to pay or their Due secured Iu some way; 
but in cases whore tho prisoner Is remanded 
to jail, tbo execution Is handed over to the 
jailor. But in no ease did I ever hold the pris- 
oner's money—that I always handed over to 
the justice whom tho trial was before. And.

BUKBTON, KANSAS, July 7,1884.

REPUBLICAN:—The REPUBLICAN 


came to band all right. Bnrrton is a 
thriving little city located 218 miles west 
of Kansas City, on the Santa Fe R. R., in 
Harvey county, with o, population of 
1,000; 14 business houses, 3 hotels, 2 ele- 
vators, 1 steam mill. This county is one 
of the best in the state; tho crops were 
never better. Farmers are about done 
cutting wheat, which will go from 25 to 
•10 bushels per acre, and will bring about 
GOc to 70c £er bushel. Oats are very 
heavy, and up to the crop of last year, 
yielding.rrom 90 to 115 bushels per acre. 
Corn Sis simply immense. 
In looking 


over the country it looks like a sea of 
corn, wheat, oats, and other farm pro- 
ducts. Farmers and merchants are very 
much elated over their good fortune, and 
land is on a boom here, ranging from $20 
to $10 per aero. Labor of all kinds is in 
good demand; this country is on u boom 
iu general. Wo took a rule in the coun- 
try yesterday, nud I can only say it is de- 
lightful. There are some grand scenes; 
one is the sand hill, lying north of the 
railroad about five miles. It has a grad- 
ual slope for thrpe miles, until it reaches 
the top, which is several hundred feet 
above the city. On the top is pure white 
sand, with heio and there groups of sand 
hills, plum trees full ot fnut, and lakes of 
clear water. Then it slopeB oil' north to 
the Little Arkansas nver, whore you will 
find several good water llouriog mills. 
On the slopes of the river banks are nu- 
merous herds of sheop arrtl cattle, feeding. 
Taking this country all iu all, it is hard 
to beat.

By means of 
irrigation it produces boontifolly, yield- 
ing two crops a year, in countries wueio, 
there is a deficient rainfall during; the 
growing season. Tunis, Algeria, South 
Africa, Australia, New Zealand, India, 
Asiatic Turfeey, and1 several countries in 


I South America, all bid fair to compete 
with Russia, Camidn, aud the United 
States in supplying the countries in

of these countries possess great advan- 
tages over U9 in tho matter of cheap 
Jlabor. Some of them only want better 
[.means of transportation to successfully 


< compete with us 
1 The present indications are that the 
price of wheat will remain low 
This 


ot itself furnishes n good loason why 
tanners who live whcro it Is a leading 
crop should givo attention to t^icr pro- 
ductions. Theie uio besides grave ob- 
jections to giving entire attention to n 
t-mglc crop. 
If it fails on account of a 


bad ocason or the- attack of insee&s the 
larniers are Ictt m a bail condition. 
Observation shows that Insects injurious 
to any particular ciop multiply very 
fast when this crop covers a largo pro- 
portion of the ground, and rcmafhs in 
cultivation during several successive 
years. 
A single crop is likely to ex- 


haust thoeoil of tho elements necessary 
to produce it. This is especially true 
of wheat in most parts of this country. 
Tbo decline in yield was very rapid in 
some parts of New York nod Virginia, 
where It was sown jear after year on 
tlio same ground. The production of 
wheat has Boon kept up in Englanddur- 
tng n very long period, ana tho yield 
is as largo as ever, but 
excellent 


management 
has been required to 


enable farmers to make it a paying 
crop. It takes Its appropriate place 
in a system of rotation, 
and

soil receives special fertilisers the KCIV- 
son it is sown. In faomo portions 
of Turkey it has been raised for innny 
centuries as an almost exclusive crop. 
Tho land, however, has been allowed to 
remain fallow alternate years, but it is 
plowed several times during tho season.
